The conference as a whole, in- 
eluding the impressive delegations 
of chiefs of staff of the fighting 
services, will continue its work 
during the absence of the British 
chief delegates. 

Especially, the President and 
Stalin will have a chance to dis- 
cuss problems of Russian-Ameri- 
can interest, it was understood. 

Spiking rumors the conference 
might end when Churchill left for 
London, the British delegation an- 
nounced it would continue. 


It is now expected the confer- 
ence will continue well into next 
week. Its length is understood to 
be an indication that even more 
results are being accomplished 
than was expected. 

Officials said reports that im- 
portant parts of the American del- 
egation were leaving or had left 
Potsdam for secret destinations 
abroad were incorrect. They said 
there had been a number of ar- 
rivals or departures of minor dele- 
gates but nane of importance. 


As to a report that the destina- 
tion of one delegation was “sur- 
prising” officials said they were 
waiting themselves to be surprised 
if the report was true. 


It was believed Mr. Truman, 
Churchill and Stalin had made all 
arrangements before the Big 
Three conference was called to 
cover the interval during which 
Churchill went to London. 


Churchill brought Attlee to the 
Big Three conferences because he 
could not know whether he would 
get an election majority and Att- 
lee is the leader of the official 
opposition party. If Churchifl sus- 
tained a defeat, he might conceiv- 
ably not want to come back, But 
in any event his own commons 
seat is secure, he would. remain 
“ye minister until he submitted 

is resignation to the King, and 
Foreign Secretary Eden remains 
foreign minister. 

Even if Churchill remained 
away—which is regarded as most 
unlikely—Eden could represent 
Britain here.

Rex Reese, president of the Col- 
orado Restaurant Association, said 
a meeting called for Thursday of 
all restaurant and tavern oper- 
ators may turn into a sort of “Bos- 
ton tea party.” 

Reese described the lack of meat 
as “artificial due to OPA bun- 
gling.” He said the restaurants of 
the state may be forced to close 
in order to drive home their pro- 
test and bring the situation to the 
attention of the public. 

Use of American meat in the 
“international poker game” was 
protested by Reese and he de- 
clared that restaurant owners are 
“just plain sick of it.” 

He pointed to the fact’ that 
“there never were sO many cattle 
on the hoof in Colorado and yet 
the OPA won't permit them to 
be slaughtered.” . . 

Restaurants could serve just 
vegetables and fruits, Reese said. 
but “why should we have to serve 
vegetables when meat is being 
drained away to Europe? Butter 
is being sent to Spain to please 
Franco, and te Russia, where, | 
understand, they use it to polish 
boots.” 

Reese charged that part of the 
meat shortage is due to “over- 
buying by the Army.” He said 
thousands of turkeys are in cold 
storage in Denver for the Army

speak Softly But With Dry Eyes: 
Fulton's Rapacious ‘Bug’ Is Dead 


By KEELER McCARTNEY. 


The “bug” is dead. 

The “bug” wasn’t an ordinary 
insect, like the ant or “the flea. 
It was a big-time lottery game 
which had flourished in -Atlanta 
over the last two decades and at 
times had reached an annual 
turnover of $50,000,000. Its low- 
est years ran $15,000,000 to $20,- 

That the “buz” is dead at last 
is officially verified by police 
investigations and records in the 
office of Lindley W. Camp, solic- 
itor of the Fulton criminal court. 

For the first time in 15 years 
there are no “bug” cases pending 
on the criminal court docket. The 
city and county police lottery 
squads have been unable to un- 
earth any traces of organized lot- 
tery for many months. 


Camp’s office has had only two 
lottery cases to try this year. One 
involved 64 cents’ worth of lottery 
tickets, which an aged Negro 
woman said had been in her pos- 
session for more than a year, and 
the other was a Negro boy found 
with a lottery book. 

Up until this year, Camp ex- 
plained, his office’ had handled 
an average of 450 lottery cases 


annually. Last year "Camp and 
his assistant, R. M. George, tried 
462 cases, including several of the 
“big shot” company operators. 
This passing of the “bug” con- 


‘cludes a year of intensive effort 


by Camp, George and E, E. An- 
drews, solicitor general, to break 
up the organized racket. The drive 
was launched last summer follow- 
ing a series of articles in The Con- 
stitution exposing the proportions 
the racket had reached and the 
public menace it constituted. 

State records show that five op- 
erators were senienced to pay a 
total of almost $20,000 in fines 
and serve nearly 20 years in pris- 
on. They were Charlie Dodys, 
$5,000 and five years; Fred Martin, 
Claude Smith, $5,000 and five 
years; R. F. McFarland, $2,000 and 
two years, and Rufus Jenkins, 
$2,000 and two years. 

This, Camp pointed out, was in 
addition to the 457 “small fry” 
cases which resulted in lesser 
fines and prison sentences. 

The death of the “bug’’ is not 
written off on paper alone. Regu- 
lar checks over the Atlanta metro- 
politan area by persons not con- 
nected with the police or the 
courts have shown that tickets 
cannot be bought. ’ 


The hard-hitting Fulton county 
lottery squad, which once includ- 
ed 14 men, has been transferred 
from Camp’s office back to the 
Fulton police department. The 


men are not needed in the solici- 
tor’s office now. And they are 
badly needed for routine police 
duty. 


Camp asked for the men when 
he first began the drive. He as- 
signed George to head the lottery 
investigation and he wanted the 
officers free from any. outside in- 
fluence which might hamper their 
work. : 

The resulting battle was a grim 
game of hide and seek. The lot- 
tery men, finding their acfivities 
too closely watched during the 
daytime, began writing and pick- 
ing up at night. George’s men 
changed their hours to match. The 
lottery men tried the,early morn- 
ing hours—ah@found the county 
lottery squad waiting for them. 

At those who laughed a year 
and said, “You can’t stop people 
from gambling,” Camp and George 
only smiled. “We might not be able 
to stop all gambling,” they agree, 
“but we did break up organized 
crime.”

NEW YORK, July 24.—(”)—Former Secretary of the Treasury 


Henry Morgenthau today told a New York State War Finance Com- 
mittee luncheon that “this departure from the treasury was not of my 


own choosing.” 

Later, he said at a press confer- 
ence that his resignation had been 
requested by President Truman 
and that he submitted it immedi- 
ately. 

Morgenthau also told the lunch- 
eon: “My. 12. years under Presi- 
dent ‘Roosevelt's magnificent lead- 
ership I felt ended when he died.” 

Asked by reporters to elaborate, 
he declared, “It all happened the 
fifth of July. I would have liked 
to stay to V-J Day. It didn’t work 
out that way.” He added that 
President Truman had requested 
the resignation by letter. 

In his extemporaneous talk at 
the luncheon, Morgenthau said, re- 
ferring to his recently-acquired 
status of private citizen: 

“I’m just 24 hours old and it 
feels good. 

“Yesterday, when. the telephone 
people came to my bedroom and 
snapped the wires to the White 
House and to the Treasury, I felt 
I was once again a free man.” 

He said he planned to complete 


a book dealing with the “Morgen- 
thau Plan” for control of Ger- 
many.

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UNCLE SAM HAS A HEART

NEW YORK, July 24.—(INS)— 
A big-hearted Uncle Sam offered 
Joseph Paremba an opportunity 
for freedom and a future today 
after anxious moments when the 
12-year-old Polishjorphan thought 
he might be deported. 


Joseph, who says his parents 
were killed in Poland by Nazi SS 
men, arrived in the United States 
the unofficial “foster son” of 
about 3,000 American soldiers, 


He turned up on the troopship 
Marine Panther, which docked in 
New York last Friday. Smuggled 
aboard the ship at Le Havre, 
Joseph was promptly seized by im- 
migration officials who held him 
for-illegal entry. 

Y Right now he is ongEllis island 
while’ his case is being decided. 


His uniform is still that of an 
American GI, complete with com- 
bat ribbons and a “good humor’ 
medal. His self-adopted parents, 
men of the Second Armored Di- 
vision, say that he earned all of 
the decorations. 

Joseph turned up on a German 
farm when U. S. forces overran 
the district. Frightened at first, 
the blond, blue-eyed youngster hid 
from the Americans and foraged 
for food at night. 

Finally he became friends with 
them, a regulation uniform was 
tailored to fit him and he traveled 
right back through France and to 
the United States with his “unit.” 

Cpl. Lee Roy Ritchey, of Tulsa, 
Okla., offered to adopt Joseph on 
the spot, but immigration officials 
said they must investigate the 
boy’s story that he was sent to 
Germany with 200 other orphans 
after his parents were killed. 

It was still aot official, but a 
Justice Department spokesman in 
Washington said that if Joseph’s 
facts are correct the U. S. govern- 
ment will find a way to get him 
into the country legally.

An hour later, in a 
second war bulletin, he disclosed that the heaviest carrier assaults yet 
launched against the Japanese homeland were continuing into a sec-

Nimitz announced that the sky-filling fleets, which already had 
virtually knocked out the remnants of Nippon’s once-powerful fleet, 


were attacking “major combatant 
.Ships and other military” targets 
along the Inland sea from Kobe, 
150 miles westward to Kure. 


Halsey was carrying his far- 
ranging sea and air assaults on 
the shuddering Japanese home- 
land into a 16th day.

Warbound Black Hawks

The most publicized furlough of the Army has come to an end. 
The men of the 86th Blackhawk Infantry Division yesterday put 
back on the harness and barracks bags of soldiering to begin the

The return of the 86th Division 
June 17 brought a tumultous New 
York harbor welcome and the 
300 newspaper and radio men who 
covered the arrival of the First 
Division for redeployment to the 
Pacific sent out millions of words 
to make the Blackhawk’s one of 
the Army’s most famdus divisions 

Furlough’s end for more than 
300 Georgians of the 86th was 
subdued and only an occasional 
pretty girl riding down Lee street 
brought a “wolf” cheer from the 
men as they awaited their train. 
TROPHIES LEFT BEHIND 

The souvenirs and trophies had 
all been left behind and only bar- 
racks bags and army luggage were 
carried by the men. In a manner 
typical of combat soldiers, the 
men did not bother to discuss 
what might be in the future, but 
‘instead talked and argued over 
the fighting in France and Ger- 
many and their 30-day furloughs 
just ended. 

At 11 a. m. the special 18-car 
train backed out of the siding at 
Fort McPherson, across Lee street 
and into the main line that point- 
ed to Camp Gruber and the Pa- 
cific for the Blackhawks. The train 
was all Pullman, every car air- 
conditioned and staffed with port- 
ers.

Sailor Freed 
By Judge in 
Eames Death 


MIAMI, Fia., July 24.—(A)— 
With a snap verdict, Copnty Judge 
Ben C. Willard late today ac-

manslaughter charge — from 
the death of Mrs. Ella Mae Eames, 
43, estranged wife of a former 
New England pastor. 

Calm and straightforward, the 
pudgy defendant testified that he 
hit Mrs. Eames with a beer bottle 
and severak hours later dumped 
her bruised, nude body off a fire 
escape into a blind alley behind 
a hotel in downtown Miami a 
week ago yesterday.

Mrs. Eames in a bar and took her 
to his hotel: room, Parker said: 


WRANGLED OVER MONEY 


“She wanted to, charge too 
much. She wanted fro. I told her 
it was no go for that kind of 
money. We got into a hot argu- 
ment and she went too far—she 
threw a beer bottle at me.” 

Parker said he was sitting on 
the bed, drinking beer out of an- 
other bottle, and he hurled the 
bottle at her. 

“FI don’t remember what hap- 
pened then,” he said, rubbing his 
hand over his eyes. “That’s where 
everything blacked out.” 

Under questioning, Parker ac- 
knowledged that he carried the 
woman’s body down the hall and 
threw it into a cul-de-sac 15 feet 
below the fire escape. 

“T woke up about # a. m.,” he 
said, after testifying that he fell 
asleep almost immediately after 
the fight.

Wheeler Blasts Charter, 
But Will Vote for It 


WASHINGTON, July 24.—(UP)—Former fsolationist Sen. Wheel- 
er, Democrat, Montana, plunged the. senate into heated argument to- 
day when he announced “very reluctant” support of the world se- 
curity charter, but promised a fight later to restrict use of American 
troops in quelling foreign aggression. . 


The first voice to speak out in 
debate in opposition to the char- 
ter designed to outlaw war for 
all time, Wheeler made his inten- 
tions known at the conclusion of 
a lengthy speech. In it, he called 


the document -signed by the 50 
United Nations at San Francisco 
“A declaration of pious intentions” 
ani said its approval “is only a 
blind for the real fight ahead.” 

That fight, he promised, will 
come when supplementary agree- 
ments are presented.to the senate 
to curb the powers of the Ameri- 
can delegate®on the world security 
council. He recalled chat John 
Foster Dulles, chief American 
delegation adviser at the San Fran- 
cisco conference, had interpreted 
the cl.arter as providing that this 
restrictive power be threshed out 
between the security council and 
the member nations. 


Sen. Hatch, Democrat, New 
Mexico, jumped to his feet protest- 
ing that “if anybody has any ob- 
jections to this “charter, or any 
reservations, they should be of- 
fered now.” ‘ 

“I'd like to have every issue 
fought out frankly and honestly 
now,” he said. 

“It .will be done frankly and 
honestly when the time comes,” 
Wheeler replied. 

Chairman Connally, Democrat, 
Texas, of the foreign relations 
committee, said the time to deter- 
mine whether this nation will live 
up to its charter commitments is 
now.

His program would result in far- 
reaching changes. It would bring 
under the treasury the multi-bil- 
lion dollar federal lending agen- 
cies, the Federal Deposit Insur- 
ance Corporation, the National 
Housing Agency and various fi- 
nancial operations of the Agricul- 
ture, Initerior and Post Office De- 
partment, including postal Sav- 


ings. 

The Budget Bureau, separated 
from the Treasury for many years 
and placed under the thumb of 
the White House, would be return- 
ed, thus giving the Treasury sec- 
retary supervision over spending. 

In addition, the secretary would 
exercise a policy influence over 
the nation’s- money and credit 
markets as represented by the ac- 
tivities of the board of governors 
of the Federal Reserve System, 
the Federal Open Market Commit- 
tee and the Securities and Ex- 
change Commission. 

Morgenthau recommended the 
creation of a national committee 
for fiscal affairs with the Treas- 
ury secretary as chairman. 

e committee would consist of 
representatives from each of eight 
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maritime, housing 


and money and credit. 

The work of this committee, he 
suggested, “would no doubt dem- 
onstrate the necessity for rather 
far-reaching, basic organizational 
changes.” 

He proposed the dissolution of 
Many government’ corporations 
and the transfer of their functions 
lo existing government depart- 
ments. But he did not name the 
corporations that he had in mind. 

Morgenthau suggested that the 
financial structures of govern- 
ment corporations be simplified 
and that they be required ta. make 
more lucid reports covering their 
finances, 

He insisted that the Treasury 
should be equipped for “the role 
of a master co-ordinator on all the 
federal fiscal policies.” 


OUTSTANDING WEAKNESS 


_ “To me,” he said, “the outstand- 
ing weakness in the management 
of federal fiscal. business is the ab- 
sence of a single, responsible of- 
ficer to whom the President may 
look for complete and comprehen- 
sive policy direction over the en- 
tire field of borrowing, lending, 
spending and insuring. ... 

“Since the Treasury secretary is 
charged with the responsibility for 
raising the funds, managing the 
public debt, collecting the: taxes 
and maintaining the accounts, he 
is identified as the chief fiscal of- 
ficer. O. 4 

“Yet in actual practice the area 
of control and influence exercised 
by the secretary of the Treasury 
is largely limited to one side of 
the ledger. He is not in a position 
to exert proper influence over the 
use and disposition of the funds 
he must raise and account for to 
the nation. 

“This weakness is a material 
handicap to the functioning ‘of the 
Treasury Department and, more- 
over, to the orderly and unified 
conduct of the government’s finan- 
cial affairs.”

PARIS, July 24.--(UP)—-Marshal Henri Philippe Petain, sitting 
white-faced and restless in a crowded céurtroom with his accusers, 
today ,jheard former Premiers Paul Reynaud and Edouard Dalacier 
assail him as a pro-Nazi plotter who weakened the defenses of Frante 
before and during the war with Germany. 


Reynaud, last premier before 
Petain formed a surrender - gov- 
ernment in June, 1940, injected 
the name of the late President 
Roosevelt into the testimony as 
the trial of Petain on charges of 
conspiring against the French 
state and trafficking with its ene- 
mies went through the second 


y. 
Reynaud charged that Petain, 
“eaten by a desire for power,” 
had been in league with the Nazis 
since 1934 and headed a plot to. 
make an armistice with the Ger- 
mans despite the pleas of Rey- 
naud and others that France carry 
on the war from North Africa. 


DENIED U. S. POST 


After the armistice, Petain of- 
fered him the French ambassador- 
ship to Washington -and he re- 
fused, Reynaud testified. 

On cross-examination, he de- 
nied that President Roosevelt had 
refused to accept him as ambas- 
sador, saying “Roosevelt had 
nothing to do with this.” He said, 
however, that “it is true that 
Roosevelt did not want me to rep- 
resent a government dominated 
by Germany.” 

Daladier charged that Petain, 
as far back as 1934, when Hitler 
was rearming Germany, reduced 
credits for French war construc- 
tion and told a senate commit- 
tee that the Ardennes sector of 
the frontier where the Germans 
broke, through in May, 1940— 
was fortified and that the enemy 
could not break through. 

Daladier also testified that at 
the time of the armistice ‘‘more 
than 2,000 modern planes were 
ready to continue the fight in 
Africa and more than 1, 

lanes already had gone there.” 

e said these figures were “es- 
tablished” at the Riom trial dur- 
ing the German occupation of 
France, when Daladier and oth- 
ers were tried on war guilt 
charges. 


NERVOUS, HALF SMILE 


The 89-year-old. mafshal ap- 
peared paler than at Monday's 
opening session, which was more 
turbulent than today’s. A nerv- 
ous half-smile appeared on his 
face during Reynaud’s attack. 
When Daladier spoke, Petain 
slumped in his chair, his eyes 
half-closed and his hand cupped 
over one ear as if he had diffi- 
culty hearing. 


As on the first day, Petain wore 
his seven-starred marshal’s  uni- 
form with a single medal, 

Reynaud, first witness of the 
day, resumed testimony where it 
was broken off at adjournment 
yesterday. Erect, wiry and nerv- 
ous, he spoke without notes to 
a tensely quiet courtroom, 

A stir ran through the specta- 
tors at one point when he said 
that “we must some day realize 
the Franco-British union which 
(Prime Minister Winston) 
Churchill suggested just oefore 
France collapsed.” 


Reynaud charged that a “con- 
spiracy” existed between Petain 
and Gen. Maxime Weygand, aid- 
ed by former Premier Camille 
Chautemps, to prevent the French 
government and army from going 
to North Africa to continue the 
war. 


At a meeting of the French cab- 


inet’ June 15, 1940, at Bordeaux, 
Chautempts said that France must 
ask terms from the enemy, Rey: | 
naud testified, and the proposal | 
was approved 13 to 6. Reynaud | 
said he offered his resignation to’! 
President Lebrun and Petain was 


immediately named to head a gov- 
ernment. 

Reynaud asserted that Petain 
promptly produced a sheet of pa- 
per from. his pocket listing the 
names of his cabinet. Pierre La- 
val, later Vichy chief of govern- 
ment, was not on the list, Rey- 
naud said, “but he retained close 
contact with the marshal.” 


BITING ATTACK 

Reyanud launched a biting, per- 
sonal attack on Petain’s record. 
The marshal eyed him closely and 
occasionally winced at his words. 

Petain’s reputation as “Victor of 
Verdun” was assailed by Reynaud 
as a “myth” and “sheer piffle.” 
He charged that the marshal long 
had lived under a mantle of false 
prestige, and that during World 
War I Petain had contemplated a 
withdrawal from Verdun, only to 
be checked by his superior. 

Long before the armistice, Rey- 
naud continued, Petain tried to 
seize power for himself, as far 
back as the Place de la Concorde 
riots of February, 1934. He charg- 
ed that Petain opposed extension 
of the Maginot Line along the 
French-Belgian frontier, a step 
which he said even Weygand 
wanted taken, 


FEW OUTBURSTS 

After Reynaud’s testimony came 
— of the few outbursts of the 

ay. 
Defense Attorney Fernand Pay- 
en leaped up, brandishing his fist, 
and described the entire Reynaud 
statement as “calumnies.” He as- 
sailed Reynaud as a biased wit- 
ness and asked him if it was true 
“that you belonged to the govern- 
ment which supported the Munich 
agreement” to ember Czecho- 
slovakia. Reynaud calmly denied 
that he had pressed the Czechs to 
accept Nazi demands. 

Daladier, whose hair is almost 
white, gave his name as “Edouard 
Daladier, 61, a university profes- 
sor.”

He said that after 1918 no im- 
portant military post in France 
was filled without Petain’s ap- 
proval. He said that in 1934 
France refused to accept Hitler’s 
proposal to share arms manufac- 
ture and that “Petain had all in- 
formation about our armaments 
that had to be manufactured, but 
nevertheles reduced credits for 
construction of war materials.” 

Daladier then reviewed France's 
situation at the time war broke 
out with Germany.

I remember having to climb 
over the crotch of a tree to get 
to the ledge.

Not only 
did I have no shoes, but I saw 
for the first time that my right 
foot was badly cut and bleeding. 

I sat down and took off my half 
tsocks to look at my feet. To my 
amazement, the sole of my left 
foot was badly burned, but my 
left sock was not even scorched! 

Later we discovered that one 
of the girls was badly burned on 
her legs and body although there 
was not one mark of fire on any 
of her clothing. 

I can’t explain any of this. I 
only know that it is true. 
DIDN’T FEEL BURNS 

Later, too, I was to discover 
that my legs were burned. Much 
of my hair was burned off and 
the left side of my face was blis- 
tered. But neither Decker nor ] 
ever felt any pain from our burns 
as such. It was only later, when 
they became infected, that we'suf- 
fered. 

As I sat on the stump I auto- 
matically pulled off my __ shirt. 
Then I took off my brassiere. I 
put my shirt back on and care- 
fully buttoned it up as for in- 
spection. 

Next, I tore the brassiere in two 
and tried to bandage my feet. It 
was silly to expect a little strip 


my feet in the jungle. But I 
wasn’t reasoning then. 
REMOVES GARMENTS 

I took off my khaki trousers 

and removed the rayon under- 
pants that are standard equip- 
ment for WACS.

MUSSOLINI'S LAST TESTAMENT 


Closely Guarded Duce 
Reads Philosophy 


Benito Mussolini tells in the following story of his days as a 
prisoner of the Badoglio government which succeeded him after 


the grand council forced the Duce to resign. 


In bitter words, 


translated from Mussolini’s own typescript, the once-powerful 
Duce tells of being shunted about like a common criminal. Musso- 
lini refers to himself in the third person, a practice he often fol- 


lowed in writing about himself.

ROME—(INS)—Now came the “comedy of Mussolini’s private 


residence.” 


The Carabinieri (who “guarded” Mussolini) said that (Marshal) 
Badoglio had agreed that Mussolini could go to his Romagna home. 
They promised him an imminent departure which never came. 


At 10 o’clock the second eve- 
ning platoons of carabinieri and 
police arrived with lorries in the 
courtyard. Mussolini entered the 
cars, thinking he was bound for 
his residence at Rocca delle Cami- 
nate in Romagna. 

However, on the way, an officer 
accompanying Mussolini revealed 
that they were bound for the 
south. Mussolini remembered the 
man as a brilliant Fascist police- 
man who had become a general. 

When they arrived at Gaeta, a 
man with a torch stepped out on 
the roadway and signalled that 
they were to halt. On the quay, 
Adm. Maugeri put Mussolini 
aboard the sloop Persephone, 
which weighed anchor just be- 
fore dawn, 

Hours later the boat stopped at 
the island of Ventotene, »ut after 
an inspection ashore the officers 
reported that the German garri- 
son there did not have quarters 
suitable for Mussolini. 


The sloop continued to Ponza 
(small volcanic island off Naples 
in the Mediterranean), where the 
vessel halted at 1 p. m., July 28. 
The whole island evidently knew 
who had arrived, as they all 
turned out and sent gifts to Musso- 
lini until the police cut off all con- 
tacts. 

Mussolini was convinced that 
Italy’s capitulation was planned 
and that he would be turned over 
to the enemy. 

The days passed slowly. Musso- 
lini was allowed to bathe in the 
sea twice daily, but he received 
no news or newspapers. A tele- 
gram from Goering reached him. 
It was an eloquent message. 

Mussolini spent his Ponza days 
in perfect solitude translating the 
Italian poets into German. He also 
read a life of Jesus by Riciotti. 

Only the most important per- 
sonages had been imprisoned at 
Ponza since Agrippina, the mother 
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of Nero, down to the Abyssinian 
Ras. 

It was at 1 o’clock on the morn- 
ing of Aug. 7 when the sergeant 


of Mussolini’s guard rushed into: 


his bedroom shouting: “There is 
immediate danger. We must leave 
immediately.” 

Mussolini collected his few per: 
sonal belongings and with an e&- 
cort boarded a warship offshore 
where he found Adm. Maugeri. 
The vessel was the former French 
cruiser Pantera. 

Duce learned that Badoglio had 
abolished the Fascist party. 

The ship reached Maddalena the 
same afternoon where he found 
Adm. Brivonesi in command. 

Since Brivonesi had been the 
subject of a naval inquiry as the 
result of his losing an important 
convoy escorted by 10 warships, 
and he had been disciplined by 
Mussolini, it was no wonder the 
meeting between him and the 
Duce was not cordial. 


Mussolini was lodged in a house’|~ 


outside the village that had been 
built by an Englishman named 
Webber, who perhaps was a mem- 
ber of the British intelligence 
service. 

Mussolini’s stay there was long 
and tedious, especially as all civil- 
ians had been evacuated since the 
bombardments of the preceding 
May when Allied ships mysterious- 
ly knew the exact location of the 
most important targets. 

Mussolini was permitted to do 
some writing. He kept a diary, 
but this has now been lost. 
CLOSELY GUARDED 

He was under the closest guard 
by hundreds of men and he left 
the house only once for a short, 
guarded walk through the woods. 

Mussolini was not allowed to 
hear any news. It was not until 
Aug. 20 that he heard his first 
news broadcast. However, Gen. 
Basso, commander of Sardinia, 
recommended that Mussolini be 
removed to the depths of Sardinia 
for greater isolation. 

The only surprise during his 
Maddalena days was the arrival of 
24 beautifully bound volumes of 
Nietzsche with the Fuehrer’s au- 
tograph and dedication. 

An accompanying letter from 
Field Marshal Von Kesselring 
(German commander in Italy) 
said: 

“Duce, by the order of the 
Fuehrer I send you through the 
courtesy of Marshal Badoglio the 
Fuehrer’s birthday present. The 
Fuehrer hopes that you will have 
many more. He would like you 
to consider it a sign of his per- 
sonal attachment.” 

Mussolini only had time to read 
the first four volumes when one 
night a German plane flew very 
low over the house. 

Following this episode, Musso- 
lini expected to be removed from 
Maddalena.

Observers were of the opinion, 
the report said, that today’s offer- 
ings were of lower quality than 
last season but the demand was 
extremely strong and rejections 
were negligible. 

Light deliveries are expected for 
the remainder of the week as 
growers are busy harvesting large 
stands of tobacco still in the fields. 

The Department of Agriculture 
described the quality of the to- 
bacco offered as “lower than 
opening-day deliveries last season, 
with sales consisting principally of 
low to good leaf and lug grades.” 

Meanwhile, an acute labor 
shortage in the tobacco belt was 
reported. The U. S. Employment 
Service issued an urgent appeal 
for part-time workers. Efforts 
were being made at some places 
to try to obtain German prisoners 
of war for work in warehouses. 

Normally farmers work in the 
warehouses after preparing their 
tobacco for market, but this year 
late rains caused delay in harvest- 
ing and many farmers had to 
stay on their farms to cure late- 
picked leaves in their barns, 

First sales gave growers 40 to 
43 cents a pound. Warehouses 
were reported from one-half to 
three-fourths full. Sales were 
fairly heavy. There were no re- 
jections of bids on first offerings. 

Some top-grade leaf brought 48 
cents a pound and lower grades 
ranged downward to 20 cents. The 
40-cent ceiling, or more, was paid 
for initial offerings on most mar 
kets, 

More than one-third of a million 
pounds sold on the Quitman mar- 
kets for an average of 42 cents 
a pound, The best leaf brought 
48 cents there. The first 40,000 
pounds sold at Moultrie ranged 
from 20 to 45 cents, with the aver- 
age 401-2 cents.

There is a growing tide of criticism, 
both at home and abroad, over the rigid 
censorship which has thus far shrouded 
the Big Three meet at Potsdam. 


? 


Much of the resentment is, of course, 
unjustified. Absolute secrecy is undeni- 
ably essential in the realm of many of 
the matters which Truman, Churchill and 
Stalin are discussing. To subject their 
conversations to merciless publicity would 
inevitably work to the advantage of the 
Japanese as well as less openly engaged 
enemies of democracy. 


Moreover, there are, naturally, differ- 
ences of opinion at Potsdam. If each 
conflict were blown up in passing, as 
was, unfortunately, the case during the 
first few days of the San Francisco con- 
ference, the international repercussions 
could conceivably be disastrous. 


But, while conceding that there are 
good reasons why the actual meetings of 
the President, the prime minister and the 
premier should be held privately, we can- 
not agree that an absolute blackout of all 
parley news is either worthy or wise. 


While premature disclosure of such 
decisions as that pertaining to Russia’s 
entry into the Japanese war is unthink- 
able, it is just as shortsighted to play 
into the enemies’ hands by maintaining 
a silerice all too reminiscent of Axis 
tactics. 


All the news developments which can- 
not be calculated to benefit the enemy 
should be released as soon as possible, 
preferably in daily communiques. To 
deny the public information to which it 
is most certainly entitled invites suspicion 
and distrust at 'a time when faith and 
confidence are essential. 


Georgia's Agricultural Industry Conference 


More than ever, of late, the various 
units of the state’s University System have 
evidenced a disposition to work with agri- 
culture and industry in seeking practical 
approaches to problems which confront 
- our community life. 


Yesterday and today, for instance, the 
' College of Agriculture at the University 
in Athens is sponsoring a unique “Agri- 
cultural Industries Conference” where 
farmers, county agents, farm organization 
officials, and the like, can get together 
with bankers, chamber of commerce rep- 
resentatives, and business leaders to dis- 
cuss means of promoting so-called “agri- 
cultural industry.” | 


Agricultural industry is the term ap- 
plied to any business undertaking which, 
while involving non-farm employment, is 
yet directly related to agriculture. These 
include canning, dehydration and other 
food-processing plants, as well as hun- 
dreds of small community-type industries 
which utilize farm products in their man- 
ufacturing processes. 


.. Yesterday the conference heard round- 


table discussions of freezer locker plants, 
feed dehydrators, seed-cleaning facilities, 
forest industries and others. Today those 
attending the meet will hear of additional 
agricultural industries and, what is prob- 
ably more important, how they may be 
instigated and financed. 


It is generally agreed, as Director W. 
C. Cram, of the State Agricultural and 


Industrial Development Board, told the . 


conference yesterday, “better development 
will result if we have a multitude of little 
industries scattered all over the state, 
combining with agriculture in making a 
community prosperous the year around.” 


However successful our hopes of de- 
centralization of industry in the postwar 
era, Georgia is, and will remain, predomi- 
nantly an agricultural state. Thus it is 
logical that we should strive to develop 
community processing plants aimed at 
utilizing our farm products. 


In sponsoring a conference aimed at 
speeding that expansion of agricultural 
industry in Georgia, the University Sys- 
tem is undertaking a highly commend- 
able program. 


The New Secretary's Tax Program 


On Monday, Fred M. Vinson was 
sworn in as secretary of the treasury. 


He is on record as approving a thor- 
ough overhauling of the nation’s revenue- 
raising system at the earliest practical 
date, a move long recommended by vir- 
tually every authority in the field of taxes 
and finance. 


The modernization of our federal tax 
laws is of utmost importance to the na- 
tion’s future welfare. It should be done 
immediately after cessation of hostilities 
with Japan. That means that we should 
waste no time in getting it into the blue- 
print stage. 


Secretary Vinson has outlined a four- 
point program for the reconstruction. of 


the federal tax program: 


1, Taxes should be levied in such a way 
that they have the least harmful effect on 
the expansion of business investment and 
the creation of jobs. 


2. They should be levied in such a way 
as to have the least harmful effect on the 
maintenance of mass markets and mass 
purchasing power. 


3, Taxes must be fair among people. 


4. Tax policy should be integrated with 
a fiscal policy designed to prevent in- 
flation and deflation. 


These are sound principles. We can 
suggest but one addition: That there be a 
clear-cut delineation of federal, state and 
local tax fields so that there will be no 
more overlapping.

a It is hot. You expect that. But it is grati- 
fying to find the Richmond hotel has managed to air condition two 
floors. When you ask why the Atlanta hotels cannot have man- 
aged to make this start the answer is, they could have had they 
wanted to do so. Augusta had no special war priority and all the 
work was started well after the war began. Sleeping under a 
blanket in July in Augusta was a new experience. 


When you get out and begin to visit people you find that Au- 
gusta is suffering from growing pains. The presence of a large 
camp, airfields and Army hospitals has strained the city’s capacity 
for entertainment, food and living quarters.

Some 40,000 men, 
sometimes more, are always there in the process of departure and 
arrival. Only on weekends are they allowed liberty in town. 


A waitress in a restaurant, which had no steaks, said: 

“Yes, the strain is off early in the week. It used to,be we were 
bowlegged and silly every night at quitting time from carrying 
heavy trays. Now our ankles break down only on weekends. Early 
in the week you find yourself staring with unbelief at empty tables, 
and realize you are breathing normally, and not in a rush. No, we 
don’t have steaks. I don’t care if Will Morris and Hugh Kinchley 
did say we’d have them. We don’t.” 

But Augusta, waiting like every city with a war boom for the 
bubble to break, still has growing pains and banks on saving much 
of the population and war growth. The greatly expanded arsenal 
is permanent. The tremendous Oliver General hospital, with about 
2,500 beds, will remain. There are plans which a keep the 


lumber industry at its wartime peak. 

It is toward the river Augusta looks for the big 
Waterw ays chance. The Clarks Hill project, which would not 
only mean a great power development at cheap rates, but which 
would give the river a permanent seven-foot channel, is the big 
dream. Now it looks like an actuality. 

Before the war the Pure Oil Company had a barge line into 
Augusta. With a seven-foot channel in the river real shipping 
could come in. Before the break in cotton in 1922 Augusta was the 
largest inland cotton port in the world. After this. war Augusta 
hopes to be a large inland port handling general shipping. 

Meanwhile, Augusta is fighting for airline transportation. The 
city is not on any express line of rail or air. In the old days the 
Central of Georgia kept out competition and had a lot of help from 
the honest citizens who didn’t much like any railroad because it 
was dirty and would be a permanent scare element for horses. 


Now Augusfa feels, if it can get river and air transportation, 
it can keep pace. 

Will Morris, able and well-known publisher of the Chronicle, 
looks longingly at an “A” gas ticket but cashes it in and drives 
you around, hitting the high places, such as, for instance, Oliver 
General hospital. This used to be the famous resort hotel, For- 
rest Hills-Ricker. Cordell Hull used to come there eVery winter. 
Before Florida got most of the winter traffic, Augusta’s Forrest 
Hills was a great golfing hotel with its own 18-hole course. Now it 
is an Artny hospital and the patients use the course in the final 
stages of convalescence. The Bon Air, another resort hotel of those 
days, now is a commercial hotel. No one thinks the tourists will 
come back as they did in the old and more placid days. 

The Augusta National Golf Club, with some member houses 
about it and more to come after the war, reopened again this year. 
Next year its famous Invitation tournament will be resumed. For 
the first years of the war cattle grazed on the famous greens and 
the club was closed. On it are the 18 most interesting holes out 


of Bobby Jones’ golfing memory. 
Churches Two of Georgia’s most interesting old churches are 
here in the second oldest city in Georgia. The fa- 
mous First Presbyterian church, built in 1812, where Woodrow 
Wilson’s father was pastor, is one. St. Paul’s Episcopal church is 
the other. A replica of the old church which burned in the great 
fire of 1916, it has about it the old graveyard in which are buried 
soldiers of the wars of 1776 and of 1812. In 1776 it was a fort with 
a small chapel and the British occupied it in the days of siege. 

Augusta is talking little politics. House Speaker Roy Harris is 
out speaking for the adoption of the constitution, to be voted on 
in August. He is a potential candidate’ for governor, but none 
knows what he really will do when the chips are down some 11 
months from now. The Cracker Party, serene as always, says noth- 
ing, for the good reason it is too early for organizations to be saying 
anything. 

Back at the hotel the management modestly informs me that 
Atlanta now is the only city of any size in the entire south which 
has no air-condition rooms in its metropolitan hotels. -He reels off 
a list of hotels which have put in air conditioning since the out- 
break of the war. You go up to the room and put on your coat.

“bull sessions” and hearing the young voices sing the grand old 
songs and hymns at the evening get-together. 

It was rejuvenating, it was restoration to the jaded spirit. 


Invitations have come, this year, to go visiting several of the 
summer camps but health, old tires, gasoline restrictions and so 
forth conspire to make acceptance impossible. Ah, well, someday 
the cry of “fill ’er up” will again echo from the gasoline stations 
and someday we won't count the recaps that have gone upon our 
tires. , 


We talked, only the other day, with friends 
who had been able to visit the mountains this 
summer. Just for two days, but their description awoke the old 
lure and we traveled, in imagination, with them. 

(Note: These friends had saved gasoline coupons for weeks in 
order to make this trip. Two couples pooled their resources and 
went in one car. Neither had had a vacation in three years. I 
don’t feel they were violating any waitime restrictions, written or 
unwritten.) 

They headed north, along the route we know so well. Up the 
Buford highway, through Chamblee and Norcross and. Flowery 
Branch. Through that picturesque village of Chicopee and through 
Gainesville. 

A stop for refreshments at the Red, White and Blue just south 
of Cornelia. On through Clarkesville and a halt at the Gorge, to 
gaze into its shadowed depths. Through Tallulah village, across 
the new bridge and winding up and up on the highway through 
the hills. The blue-hazed mountains to the left and the ever-allur- 
ing promise ahead.

Highlands, with its charm and quiet beauty. 

Back by way of Dillard and onto the main highway again, now 
headed south and home. 

They told me all about the old, familiar places and it was like 
a foretaste of the things we plan to do when, once again, we can. 

. When we go, to spend weekend or a few 
Competing Lures days in the mountains of north Georgia 
or Carolina or Tennessee, high in the Blue Ridge and the Great 
Smokies, we are sure there we find the most entrancing scenic 
wonders we ever knew.

One Man's 
Rights 


When a certain man was forced 
out of business and ruined be- 
cause union men refused to work 
for him, he carried the matter to 
the supreme court. His plea was 
denied by a 5-4 decision, which 
means that one man—say Justice 
Black of the majority—made the 
law as it now stands. 

Justice Black said that laborers 
“ean sell or not sell their labor 
as they please and upon such 
terms and conditions as they 
choose.” 

Now this is a free country or 
it is not. If men are free, it Is 
obvious that the humblest man has 
the right to refuse or quit a job 
if he doesn’t like the wages or 
hours or working conditions. _— 

(What is more, -if he is .preju- 
diced in such matters, he may re- 
fuse to work for a woman, a white 
man, a Negro, a Protestant, a 
Catholic or a Jew. Otherwise he 
would not be free.) 

But the law enaeted by Justice 
Black goes farther. It affirms the 
right of laborers “in combination 
to refuse to work.” (Though he 
was speaking of transport work- 
ers, the’ word “laborers” clearly 
was meant to include all who 
work for hire.) 

This detail of the Black law is 
nothing new. It merely reaffirms 
the right to strike.. But in its ap- 
plication to this particular case, it 
raises a question. 

All free men have equal rights. 
No one can in justice possess a 
legal right that is denied to other 
men. And though Coolidge won 
fame by saying there is no right 
to strike against the public safety, 
it should be obvious that no man’s 
legal rights can be taken from him 
because of his occupation. 

If “laborers in combination” 
have the right to ruin one man by 
refusing to work for him, when 
they in effect have a monopoly of 
labor, why haven’t firemen and 
policemen the right to injure many 
people by stopping work and leav- 
ing their city without police or 
fire protection? 

(And if a free and prejudiced 
man has the right to refuse to 
work for another because of his 
race or religion, why hasn’t an 
equally free and prejudiced man 
the right to refuse to employ an- 
other because of his race or reli- 
gion?) 

(Bear in mind that we are dis- 
cussing rights—not what is right. 
There is a difference.) 

There are problems that cannot 
be solved by law. And no prob- 
lem is solved until it is solved just- 
ly and equitably. 

It is axiomatic that one man’s 
rights end where another’s begin. 
Our whole body of law is based 
on the premise that one man has 
no right to injure another, Law- 
makers or courts must find a way 
to reconcile one’s man’s rights to 
the rights of another when the 
two conflict.

Are the Japanese 
Ready To Surrender? 


WASHINGTON.—The Japs, with their pe 

culiar mentality, are such an unpredictable peo- 

| ple that it is difficult to say what their reaction 

will be to the latest official American broadcast on the meaning 
of unconditional surrender. 


Some of our fighting men in the Pacific have brought back 
weird tales to illustrate how impossible it is to fathom the Japa- 
nese mind. 


For example, prior to our various clashes with them our com- 
manders have sought to figure out how they will react to any given 
move on our part. First it is figured what the normal reaction 
of an enemy would be, what he would be most likely to do, and 
from that everything in the category of military tactics down to 
what he is least expected to do. Invariably the Japs have done 
something different—something that was not altogether expected. 


An incident that happened in the fighting in Burma serves to 
illustrate the point. We had closed in on the Japs in a manner 
to invite an attack. Our commanders knew it was coming and 
so tried to anticipate the form and direction it would take. 


When it came it was entirely different from anything that had 
been foreseen. Our men were dumbfounded and taken by com- 
plete surprise, but not enough, it should be added, to deny them 
an overwhelming victory. Contrary to sound military tactics, the 
Japs attacked at night under the full illumination of their own 
flares. Needless to say, we mowed them down almost to the last 
man.

. People with twisted minds that enable 
Minds Not Normal them to do such queer things cannot be 
relied on to react as normal human beings. Hence it is out of the 
question to undertake to say what the effect of our latest surrender 
broadcast will be. 


But it does seem that if there is any spark of intelligence left 
in Japan the moral bombs beamed on the Nipponese the other day 
by Capt. E, M. Zacharias, of the U. S. Navy, will hit the target. 


The naval captain, a former attache at the American embassy in 
Tokyo who knows Japanese psychology well, gave a convincing 
argument on why the Japs should quit the war before it is too late. 


He reminded them of something that every intelligent Jap now 
knows; namely, that “Japan has already lost the war.” The blame, 
he said, rests with the “irresponsible leadership” Japan has had 
before and. since the war. 


Capt. Zacharias also exploded the myth that unconditional sur- 
render means the end of Japan. He cited President Truman's state- 
ment that such surrender does not mean the enslavement or de 
struction of the Japanese people—if it comes quickly 


Pointing to the pledge of the Atlantic Charter and the Cairo 
declaration as to the rights of peaceful peoples, he also cited the fact 
that America in the past has always been just to her defeated 


enemies. 

. The destruction of Japan will come not 
Now Is the Time through unconditional surrender, the Nip- 
ponese were truthfully told, but rather through their failure to quit 
now. A little later on will be toe late. The opportunity to save 
something from the wreckage will be lost as soon as we are able to 
complete the redeployment of our forces to the Pacific. Then the 
issue will be decided by our superior forces. 


Capt. Zacharias asked the Japanese to remember that the ceme- 
tery of history is crowded with the graves of nations which were 
doomed to extinction because they made vital decisions too late. 


Here seems to be a suitable answer to the critics who have 
complained that we have not defined our unconditional surrender 
terms well enough. The alterrative is complete destruction of a 
nation. That should be simple enough for simple minds to under- 
stand. 


No one is able to tell what the Japs will do, but the force of 
the official naval broadcast is such as to cause many informed 
sources in the government to believe that the end may come within 
the next 90 days. By all normal calculations the Japs should be 
ready to crack by then,

The Truth About 
New Constitution 


As time for the constitution election nears, 
the majority of the press and other proponents 
— of the new document are spending much of their 
time in clearing up false propaganda as to wheat is in the 
posed new constitution. They are hitting chiefly at the false 
that the new document abolishes the county unit system of elec 
tions, that it abolishes the school trustees, that it will merge up to 
100 counties, and that it abolishes the “pony” homestead ex 
tions. 


The Adel News joins the Loyade County News—both in far 
south Geargia—in labeling as “ oolery” the charge that the 
new constitution will abolish counties. Hitting at the “political 
demagogue” making this claim, the two papers say: ~“Here’s what 
the new constitution says about abolishing present counties: ‘Any 
county may be dissolved or merged with a contiguous county or 
counties by a vote of two-thirds of the qualified voters of each of 
the counties affected who participate in the elections held for that 
purpose,’” The Association of Georgia Commissioners, who ob- 
viously would not like easier county consolidation, observed that 
the new constitution requires the approval of all counties affected, 
while the present constitution requires the approval of only one 


county,

‘To answer a charge that the new constitution abolishes the short 
homestead exemption and puts the debtOrs at the mercy of loan 
sharks, the Ringgold Record, from way up in the mountains, says 
it doesn’t see it that way. And it proeeeds to quote this para- 
graph from the new constitution (Article VII, Section I, Paragraph 
Il): “All personal clothing, household and kitchen furniture, per-

It Does Abolish or not the new constitution abolishes the . 
rural district school trustees, those who wrote the document nt 
out that it does abolish the taxing powers of some 2,000 school dis- 
tricts—but it does not abolish the boards of trustees. Instead of 
abolishing them, it puts them in the constitution for the first time. 
The Talbotton New Era makes this one issue the whole issue in the 
August 7 election, and it says it is against abolishing its districts. 
Much publicity was given to this item when it was debated in the 
constitution redrafting commission, and again when the house and 
senate debated it and then virtually unanimously adopted it. Sen- 
ate President Frank Gross, of Toccoa, who played the major role 
in introducing this item in the redrafting commission, says it will 
give all rural boys and girls of a county equal educational opper- 
tunities, and that he hopes eventually it will not only include the 
rural districts but the city systems. Explaining how i will spread 
the tax dollar more equally, Gross cited as an example one moun- 
tain county. In a school district of this county, the power company 
owns lakes and the railroad tracks pass through. By levying a 
tiny millage, this school district is able to roll in wealth and 
provide its students with a fine school and high-class teachers. Just 
across the mountains in the same county, there are no public utili- 
ties to tax; the land is too poor to farm, and the income of the people 
is very low. Even after levying the highest tax the people can 
stand, this district is unable to have much of a school. Gross, the

Jail Matrons 
Dismissal Cut 
To Six Months 


After an all-day hearing involv- 
ing the case of Mrs. Ruby M. Vick- 
ery, matron at the county jail 
since 1939, the county civil serv- 
ice board voted to reduce her dis- 


missal by Sheriff A. B. Foster to 
six months’ suspension without 


pay. 

Sheriff Foster dismissed Mrs. 
Vickery, effective June 30, follow- 
ing the matron’s arrest shortly 
after midnight July 23 by city po- 
licemen on a charge of griving 
while under the influence of in- 
toxicants. When Mrs. Vickery was 
tried the day following the acci- 
dent, the charge was changed to 
reckless driving, and Mrs, Vickery 
was fined $35 and court costs by 
Recorder Luke Arnold, 

In a statement to the board, 
which later was stricken as hear- 
say, Mrs. Vickery said she had 
been asked by deputy sheriffs to 
contribute $5 to Foster's election 
campaign fund and, after the sher- 
iff’s election last year, was asked 
to donate $5 a month to the sheriff 
until he took office Jan. 1. She 
added that she refused both re 
quests because théy were in viola- 
tion of civil service rules. 
matron did give $5 for the pur- 
chase of a diamond-studded badge 
for the sheriff, she stated. 

Her attorney, John H. Hudson, 
said he would offer “names and 
ates” involved in the request, but 
warned that such action would 
“wreck the civil service system.” 

According to testimony of five 
city policemen, Mrs, Vickery and 
a companion, Mrs. Thelma Wil- 
liams, had been drinking when 
they were arrested on Piedmont 
avenue, near Decatur street. 

The matron told the board she, 
Mrs. Williams and Mrs. Vickery’s 
father, Cecil Moon, were in her 
car when she turned into Pied- 
mont avenue. The right door of 
the car swung open when she 
made the turn and her father fell 
out of the car, she said. 

All three were taken to police 
headquarters, the officers said. 
Mrs. Vickery and her father were 
released several hours later after 
making bond. 

Mrs. Williams testified she vie 
ited the matron at the jail prior 
to the accident to thank Mrs. Vick- 
ery for her kindness several years 
before, when Mrs. Williams was 
arrested. The two women left the 
jail around 11:30 p. m. and went 
to a fruit-drink stand operated by 
Moon. Mrs. Williams said she had 
“two drinks” at Moon’s place, 
without Mrs. Vickery’s knowledge. 

In discussing the reduction of 
the penalty, Foster told the board 
members he would “abide” be 
their decision, but thought he was 
justified in the dismissal.

INO_JEEPS FOR ROMANCE 


Order Forbids Joyriding 
90 Love Walks in Paris 


PARIS July 24.—(UP)—BSince V-E Day Paris has been a dream 
town for any GI who could get a date and a jeep. But the bubble 
burst today and within six hours military policemen had seized 110 
jeeps and staff cars in which officers or men were joyriding with 


WACs, nurses and French girls. 

Brig. Gen. Pleas B. Rogers, 
Paris troop commander, was the 
hero of the occasion. He an- 
nounced he was “tired” of the use 
of jeeps and other cars for non- 
military purposes and ordered his 
MPs to intervene. 

The first ear halted was the 
sedan belonging to Lt. Gen. John 
C. H. Lee, commanding general 
of the American communications 
zone, the rear area behind the oc- 
cupation zone, 

HE BLUSHES 

Gis cheered as an MP waved 
the brown, white-starred car to 
the curb e the Marigny the- 
ater just the Champs d’Elysees. 
Out stepped the general’s driver, 
a furiously ‘bleshing Air Force 
lieutenant and a charming blond 
mademoiselle. 

Army regulations forbid the 
impounding of a general’s car in 
such circumstanpes but the Car, 
the driver and girl were es- 
corted to the provost marshal’s of- 
ce. 

few minutes later an uniden- 
tifi¢d—officially—brigadier gener- 
al was halted at the side of the 
street but after a brief examina- 
tion the awed MP permitted him 
to go on, This minor conquest 
over the law won the general a 
round of GI cheers as he and his 
girl, another charming madem- 
oiselle, rolled on toward the Arc 
dé Triomphe.

A third time the MPs halted a 
jeep with two lieutenant colonels 
and a major in the front seat. The 
driver’s ticket was OK, the MP 
admitted, and there was no hid- 
den contraband. But regulations 
permit only two men in the front 
seat arid when the jeep drove on

WASHINGTON.—I used up)! 
seven columns two or three 
months back trying to explain the 
veterans’ education plan of the 
GI Bill. I know reading them 
must have gotten as uninteresting 
as examining an underwear but- 
ton. 

The education scheme seems to 
offer opportunities for present vet- 
erans and for our men in the serv- 
ice after they return. This plan 
provides for free education for 
the veteran. But according to the 
executive secretary of the Nation- 
al Education Association the big 
proportion of the cost isn’t going 
to be carried by the federal gov- 
ernment. And that creates a prob- 
lem. 

The entire trend of education, 


including college education, has | 
been for several years towards 
free education by public institu- 
tions—financed by local and par- 
ticularly state funds. Only in the 
northeast section of the country 
are-there any considerable num- 
ber of private schools of college 
level. Result is that the bulk of 


this country’s schools—vocational, 
technical, trade, college and high | 
schools—are public schools, in the 
sense that they charge low tuition 
fees and often none at all. A 
high proportion of their revenue | 
comes from municipal or state 
funds. |

tion, under the GI Bill plan, pays 
tuition for a veteran trainee.
